The uniou of tliis with Iho aister colony 
Laving been negatived for the present, and 
being for Bcme time to come nt nil cvbnta a 
dead letter, it behoves us to consider whether 
there are not some matters of mutual 
interest to ourselves and our neighbors of 
British Columbia, which without any union 
might be so arranged as to afford that 
strength in individual departments, which 
the advocates of union thought that it would 
supply. The merchants of Victoria one and 
all carry on moro or less business with Brit- 
ish Columbia, and debts and credits are con 
stantly accruing between the inhabitants of 
tho two colonics, whilst the jurisdiction of 
their two Courts is as distinct as it is pos- 
sible to make it. Each colony at proscut 
haainowu Chief Justice, who is tho sole 
Judge in the Supreme Court and from him 
there is no appeal within either colony. 
This alone is a sufficient plea for some sort 
of amalgaiualionjof the law courts of Vic 
toria and British Columbia, but the intimiilo 
mercantile communication existing is a still 
stronger plea. If a merchant in Victoria 
supplies goods to any one residim; in New 
Westminster nnd tho puvchaser or consignee 
refuses or neglects to pay far thoso goods, or il 
thero is aDy disputo about them which ne- 
cessitates recourso to legal measures, tho 
vendor is compelled either to issue his writ in 
the Supreme Court of British Columbia, and 
if the case come to trial, ho has to atlend 
nt New Westminster with his witnesses to 
prove his cuse, or bide his timo and watch 
his opportunity, until his debtor comes into 
this colony and seeks to leavo it again, when, 
he arrests him on a writ of ne exeat regno, 
and compels him to give bail to try the case 
n this colony. Now this course, inconve- 
nient a ike to buyer nnd seller, to debtor and 
creditor, might be avoided by the simple 
means of giving n concurrent jurisdiction in 
all civil proceedings in tho two colonies, allow- 
ing actions commenced in either, at the option 
of the potties, to bo tried at New Westminster 
or Victoria, and allowing all pn feeding" 
after tho commencement of tho action to run 
concurrently in the two colonies. We should 
then be ablo to have a Court of Appeal com 
posed of the Supreme Judges uf tho two 
colonies, such Courts to he held alternately at 
Victoria nnd New Westminster; to effect 
this arrangement an amalgamation of our laws 
and practice rules so far as affects general 
principles, would be necessary; but wo pre- 
sume littlo alteration would be required. The 
practice of both Courts wants a thorough re- 
modelling, and as many members of the legal 
profession practice in both colonies, it would 
be a manifest conven once to them if the 
same rules as to practice wero maintained. 

One additional Judge with jurisdiction in 
both colonies would be amply sufficient for 
some years lo come, and in the meantime 
until such addition to the bench should be 
made, it would be a great convenience to our 
friends at New Westminster to be within six 
hours of a Judge liuvirjr jurisdiction in theii 
Supreme Court at seasons when ilieir Chit! 
Ju-tice is nocessarily absent on circuit ; we 
think that a motion for an address to the 
Homo Government, lo amalgnmato our 
Courts of Law, could hardly fail, to meet with 
the cordial Bupport of all sides of the FIouso 
if some independent member would take it 

UP- ________ 

A-question of the utmost importance- is tn 
be brought before the House of Assembly 
this dny, one in which tha public have the 
greatest possible interest, nn interest which, 
at this particular season, is more vividly felt 
than at limes when the assizos aro not sitting ; 
one, in fact, in which every inhabitant of 
Tietoria who is liublo to servo on juries, 
• very suitor, every witness in a caujp, the 
whole legal profession, und we believe we 
may say every other profesiion and calling in 
Victoria is directly or indirectly concerned, 
wo allude to the fitting up of a separate 
building for a Court House. Now wo have 
frequently pointed out the importance of their 
being n separate building for tho Supreme 
Court and the House of Assembly, ibis is so 
self-evident a matter that there cannot be two 
opinions about it; most strongly must those 
gentlemen who aro now dotaiuod from their 
business by silting us jurors on the trial of 
causes, fool tho necessity for some alteration, 
for if the Court were able to sit each day until 
five or six o'clock, wo do n6t hesitnle to 
affirm that tho business of the Court would 
be finished in less than half tho number of 
days, it is moreover most unseemly and 
derogatory to the dignity of Her Majesty's 
Supreme Court ol Liw in the colony to ho 
without a Court House. This seemmit length 
to ba acknowledged by the governmon^;, for 
the building near the Homo of Assembly has 
been made fit for habitation, and the House 
are invited to take into consideration the 
necessity for funds to furnish this building for 
a Court House, for which purpose the sum of 
81,000 is proposed as a suitable vote. Now 
wo do not wish to be classed amongst the 
obstructives, nor will those who have patience 
to wait fir our reasons he inclined to blame 
as lor opposing tins proposition, as wu feel it 
our duty to do ; it is not that we object 10 
tho expenditure of that sum of money on the 
Supreme Oouri, il is not booaoie ve think it 
excessive (or the purpose thai we enter our 
protest ugainst such an application ol the 
public mouay, but it is because we think that 
so largo a sum ol money would be ill applied 
and wasted if it were employed lo lit up 
the proposed building, . no m ilter hovy 
complete and linished Us linings should be. 
Fur rather would we see ihe same amount 
or double tho sum voted to furnish 
the Houm of Assembly in a proper manner 
for its present empty' appearance u alike 
comfortless and iticonve ,ieoc ; wa would 
therefore propose that tho House of Assembly 
should take the new building and lit it up in 
a suitable manner und leave t;ie present ill 
furnished abode for the Supreme Court, until 
a iiiiw building can bo erected for its aecoin 
moil.itioii in the centre of Hie city, and we 
urge our independent members to pause be- 
fore they pnsd this vote for S1.U0O, to hesitate 
before they fix tho locale of the Court House 
for nnotLcr lustre in the distant regions of 
James' Bay. 

We have frequently urged tho removal of 
the Courts, oud we believe that wo arc now 
likoly to see this important end accomplished 
if our representatives will fairly consider the 
desires of their constituents and cast their 
votes accordingly ; we moro particularly! urge 
the consideration of this matter upon the 
members for Victoria City and District ; let 
them consider the interests of their con- 
stituents beforo they vote the re-establish- 
ujant of the Court flnuse in its present 
position ; better far that tho Court should 
suffer soma temporary ineoiiveniunoe for want 
of furniture and appliances than that it should 
bo pbrmanonlly placed in a situation alike 
incouToiiient to suitors, to tho profession, and 
to the bench. We luivo certainly recently 
urged the furnishing of the now building fur 
a Court Hoiibb, but now ihnt tho Assizes 
may be over before anylhingcan be done 
wo should prefer a temporary delay, in 



the hope >_f a permanent improvement. 
We think it quite possible that a proposi 
tiou will be made on the subject of removal 
this day, when Ihe vote of 81,000 for furnish- 
ing the Court House comes under considera- 
tion, we wish that there had been some op- 
portunity given to our city members to meet 
their constituents upon this nnd other ques 
lions, for we leel quilo sure that if the general 
feeling were knuwn to our representative", they 
would not fail to seize this opportunity of 
laying the foundation of a new court Iioubo 
in n good business situation. There would 
not bs the slightest difficulty in taking tha 
site of the present gaol and police barracks 
for tho purpose, locating tho gaol without the 
business I i mils ol the city, and providing ac- 
bftmihbdationjfor tho Supreme Court Sum- 
mary Court and Police Court in the very 
centre of the town. In tho same place 
would bo locatod the sheriffs office, and, as 
has been done in many other places, a part 
of the building might he set apart for the 
chambers of professional men. The rent of 
such chambers would at any rato suffice lo 
keep the w hole of the law buildings in repair. 
Suitors and tha public generally would 
be benefitted by this change and the expense 
of legal proceedings and Iho interminable de- 
lays at present existing would, by a concen- 
tration of the courts and offices and conse- 
quent facility of getting through business, be 
materially diminished. We cannot but reiter- 
ate our arguments on this subject, when we 
see the timo ol juries und the genornl public 
tittered away as it is at present in other 
ways beyond that ol walking several times 
a day across James' Bay bridge Thero are 
other reforms, many and glaring, wanting in 
our courts of law. At present the removal 
of the courts coming under consideration by 
the proposed filling up of nn ill-suited build- 
ing seems to demand Iho most or.rnost atten- 
tion. Other reforms must follow if we would 
see our administration ol law and jnslice per- 
fect, or approaching in any way thereto.

Hudson's Bay Company v. David, Isuao 
nnd Charles Opponlteimer ; Mr. Ring and Mr. 
Woo'l Instructed by Mr. Drake for plain liffd. 

The Attorney General and Mr. MuCreight, 
instructed by Mr. Pearkes for the defendants 
David and Isuau ; Charles did not appear. 

Mr. \V r nod opened Ibe pleadings ; Mr. Ring 
addressed tho Jury, dwelling chiefly upon 
the fact of a partnership existing between 
the defendant and live othor brothers. Tho 
first witness called and examined by Mr. 
King was Mr. John Work, a chief factor of 
the Hudson Bay Company. Knew the firm 
of Gluts. Oppeuheimer & Co., auve had 
goods ordered by Mr. Reinhari and others to 
send lo U. Oppenheiiner & Co. Godfrey Op- 
peuheimer has ordered go.uls for that firm — 
commenced trading with the linn in Deo. 
1860; Godfrey Oppenheiiner has frequently 
made me payments— have received payment 
from Yale. 'The lust transaction that I had 
with Oppenheinicr & Co. was, I think, on the 
ITcli July, lo the best of my belief Godfrey 
lOppotihoimer gave me the orders. I don't 
recollect if anything was said about giving 
credit lo uny particular firm. 1 said upon 
one occasion that I would not open two no- 
counts with the same firm.

A letter of Mr. Drake's and several accounts 
and receipts were put in evidence as 
•well as a copy of a writ of summons 
nnd declaration issued ugainsl Lewis Moberly 
4iuJ Oppenheiiner, as well as shipping 
jiotes nnd receipts lor goods marked L. M. 
& O. -Mr. Work did not recollect to whom 
ttif goods were shipped ; he recollected that 
they were marked I. M. k 0. ; he would 
mark Roods at any time as requested by the 
purchaser. There was an miry in our books 
.to Lewis Moberly & Oppehheimer | at the 
•lime this action was commenced, it was 
•transferred to that firm by the cashier, Mr. 
idardisty, in my absence. He had no right 
io make tho transfer. I have no distinct 
recollection of hearing anything about tho 
dissolution; but I have been told that it took 
plnce in Juuu 1802. I am not certain whether 
or n Dt I was aware in July of that year that a 
dissolution hud taken place. The BaiTlsn 
Goi.os'i.sr of June 18U2 was produced, and Mr. 
Work said that he saw the paper eyery day, 
and if tho advertisement appeared for n 
month, he could hardly have failed to see it. 
The Road Company may have been in good 
credit in July, or they may not. I do not 
know- 1 never inquired. 

A great deal of sparring took place between 
tho Counsel during this cross-examination, 
and as it appeared to the bystanders much 
valuable time was wasted, it is unusual to 
hear the terms " impertinent " and " disgrace- 
ful " so freely used between the bar as they 
were by the' Attorney-General to his adver- 
saries whilst Mr. Work was under examina- 
tion. The learnod gentleman ought to bear 
in mind that he is not now at the diggings. 

Mr. Hardisty, accountant and cashier, 
Hudson's Bay Company, Was examined by 
Mr. King, but his cross-examination was not 
.concluded when tho Court rose ut a quarter 
to three o'clock, at >vhiob hour it adjourned 
until half-past ten this day.

who appeared for Harris, naturally objected 
to such' evidence as inadmissible, and the 
testimony of the M. 1). was accordingly dis- 
pensed with.

Inquest. 

An inquest was hold in the Boomerang 
yesterday evening on the body of James 
Tannam, who died suddenly yesterday morn- 
ing in the Miner's Exchange, WadJington 
alley. Tko jurors after having proceeded lo the 
dead-house to view tho body, which had 
been convoyed thithor, the Coroner called 
upon Sergeant Hill, who stated : 

On Sunday night last, at 10 o'clock 
I was culled to the Saciamonlo Restau- 
rant] and found the deceased apparently 
insane Finding valuable papers on him, took 
him in charge. Nexl morning he was dis 
charged. (The papers wore hero produced, 
consisting of a third bill of exchange on 
Adams & Co., California, dated 18.VJ. fur 
$250, the deod of a lot on the Church Re- 
serve, in his own name, for £13, a died for a 
lot on Fort street, for £25, deed of a bit on 
Yates street, deeds of property in Mazatlati, 
bill of sale of a claim 011 Williams Creek 
from James Patch, transfer of property in San 
Diego, Cal , receipts for various sums of 
money, m mining license of 1 85S, signed by 
A. 0. Anderson, and other pnpors.) 

Dr. Turner testified that ho hod made a 
postmortem examination of 'ho body, and 
had found coagulation of both lungs, but no 
inflammation, the pericardium inflamed and 
effused, containing nearly iwo pints ol black 
fluid. Cause of death, pericarditis, i. e. in- 
flammation of the investing mumbranc of the 
heart. 

The jury rolurned a verdict in accordance 
with the evidence. 

The foreman, in ibo name ol tho jurors, 
called the attention of the Coroner to tho 
inconvenience and discomfort to which they 
were subjected in having lo go to the f)eud 
Hou.se in tho dark and rain. 

The Coroner stated that the Dead Home 
had been placed in its present position be- 
cause the City Council would not allow it to 
bo within the city limits. He nlso said the 
reason he called jurea generally ill the even- 
ing was because ho fonnd it difficult to pro- 
cure a lull attendance in tho day tioV", and 
juriss generally prcforred the former lime.

ADDITIONAL EASTERN NEWS. 



The stcumcr lilizn Anderson arrived yes- 
terday from the Sound, bringing 25 passen- 
gors and a cargo of live slock, &c, particulars 
of which appear in the proper column. 

Through tho courtesy of Cuptain Pilicb, wo 
are in receipt of files of Portland papers to 
November 4th, forwnided by our ogent from 
Olympia. They contain a few additional 
items of intelligence from the East. 

Mutual exohango records of prisoners had 
been agreed upon by the proper authorities, 
of the Federal nnd Coiifetleiate Govern- 
ments. 

There wns a belief in Washington that the 
Southern army had no desire to light north t f 
1 he R ipidan. Tho army of the L'otomaa wns 
considered to bo well ublo lo crush com- 
pletely any ol Leo's force whenever a 
general engagement can ho brought on. 

D turns out that tho importance of the 
cavulry fight on Saturday un iho Rappahan- 
nock has bsen greatly magnified, It is the 
belief of nearly all tho military men hero 
that a considr-' I-' • portion of U-e's army had 
crossed into 1 „i,jiiar aud intended lo lay the 
pontoons across tho river in the vicinity ol 
Rappahannock Station, to facilitate retreat 
when pressed. His force consisted of a po:- 
tion of his cavalry and an inconsiderable 
portion of his infantry which he threw north 
of ihe strean to support his cavalry. 

A Morris Island letter to the Herald says : 
Two deserters from Charleston give gloomy 
accounts of affairs at Charleston and Savan- 
nah. In tho latter city the poor are Blurring. 
They state that the torpedoes in Charleston 
harbor won't wo:!:. When the Iroasidsi 
was last in she w.mt over one containing 
200 pounds of powder, which failed to ex- 
plode. The rebels have two mote infernal 
machines intended to destroy the Ironsides. 
Some harbur obstructions, of bands, <fco\, 
have rotted, and nio seen every few days 
floating out lo sea. We are assured that the 
Charleston city government is anxious to 
surrender tho city, but Beauregard and tho 
military will not allow if, and say they will 
burn tho city first. Tho cnliro rebel force is 
staled at 13,000. Most of ltoauregard's forces 
went to reinforce Bragg. A new battery 
has been erected on the ruins of Fori Sum- 
ter. 

Gen. Rnsocrans said in his speech before 
tho merchants' Exchange, that it wob his firm 
belief that if the forces recently sent to 
Qhnttunooga had been ordered there before, 
ns they ought to have been, the backbnuc id 
the rebellion would have been broken. 

A Knoxvillo dispatch to die Gazette, says: 
An engagement had occurred which was a 
hot, hand-to-hand affair of four hour?. The 
rebel lorce was estimated at 4.000, apd their 
loss in killed, wounded and prisoners is over 
300' Wolfurd recaptured his wagon train 
and pome of li 13 mon, but lost his battery, 
Federal loss not over thirty. 

Tho guerrillas are exceedingly bold, their 
operations extending in every direction. 
Kvery day they mako some demonstration on 
the line of communication, It is even un- 
safe for men to venture outside of camp. 

Mcpherson's expedition had relumed to 
Vieknburg, having scattered the rebel forces. 
At D : g Dlack a large force of tho enemy 
was met on the march, but it retreated with- 
out a fight. 

A dispatch to the World says it is asserted 
on high authority that the removal ol Gen. 
Meade has been determined on, ond will take 
place as soon us Government can sottlo on a 
proper successor, His headquarters are still 
ut Wurronton. 

The official rcpoit of the rebels killed, 
wounded and missing at Obiokamuaga, is 
17,999. 

On the 27 ih columns of tho rebel infantry 
were seen crossing the Rappahannock, and a 
subsequent engagement was reported to have 
taken place, in which they wero victorious. 

Prom Europe. 
Cai-b Race, Oct. 26— Tba Canada, from 
Liverpool, Oct. 17, aud Quconstow n, Oct. 18, 
has artived, 

Henry Ward Beecher mails a forcible 
spoech at Liverpool, October 15th, on 
American affairs, beforo a densely crowded 
audience, without the anticipated riot. Fears 
were at one time entertained of a riot, 
Siiuthorn sympathisers having placarded tho 
town with bills calculated to ellccl this in- 
famous purpose. The address, however, was 
disgracefully interrupted. 

Troubles had again broken cut in India, 
and also in Xew Zealand. 

The Poles had olliired to form an alliance 
with Turkoy io reconquer what had been lost 
by the Ottomans.

A Wilmington p*par publishes an account 
of a cruiso of the Confed.'rute Hte.unur 
Flori la, sent to it from St. George's, Ber- 
muda. In this we find nn account of an en- 
gagement with the U. S. steamer Ericsson, 
of which wo never saw any uiontiqn in the 
U. S. papers : — 

" We weie now olose to New York ; the 
8th July wo were not moro than 50 or 00 
miles from that city. About 12 m. Ibis day 
(8th) wo exchanged signals with an English 
brig. Another sail being reported, started 
in pursuit, and as tho fog clccaod up saw a 
large steamer lying by her and had sent her 
boat alongside. We ran down until we saw 
the Yankee colours Hying from her peak. 
"All hands" were then called to quarters. 
Alter manjpuvering about halt nn hour she 
finally ran down to us. As soon as alio was 
near enough we hauled down tho English 
colours (which wero flying at the tune), 
and showed to their yiow the " stars and 
bars,' and at the samo tirro gave 
her u broadside. Her men ran Irom thoir 
after pivot and sounht protection behind Ihe 
ship's bulwarks. Bui the wind was in their 
favor, fur just then the fog came down so 
dense that the Ericsson could not be soon, so 
ml we could do was to wait till it cleared up. 
Liot judge of our astonishment when it did 
clsar up to see tho Yankee about five or six 
miles ahead of us and travelling for Sandy 
Hook. Now it was we felt the ne^d of good 
coal. Our brave Captain Moflit offered 
$ l,. r )00 fur 151b, of sleam, but we could get 
but 81b. and lOlb.J although we used pitch 
and rosin. All hands were anxious lo catch 
her, for she hud beun sent out to catch rebel 
cruisers, but she caught a tartar this lime. 
But wo had tho pleasure of burning two 
vessels under her nose, tho brig N. 15. Nash, 
Irom Now York, illld ti)0 whaling schooner 
Hienzi, Irom Providence ; but tho crow how- 
evor had lofi when they saw us burn the brig. 
We showed the crew of the Nash the steamer 
Ericsson making tracks for New York. With 
a and heart wa left tho E., aud steered for 
Lierinuda."
